John Hartnett, who before his rom ye 
been employed as a postman in Carrigtwo 
hill, was sentenced to four years’ imprison- 
ment on charges of counse ling, procuring 
and commanding a man named Daniel Bray 
to commit offences in connection with éx- 
plosives; of having under his control an 
explosive substance with intent to endanger 
life or property, and with inciting Daniel 
Bray to destroy with an explosive substance 

a dwellinghouse in March, 1934. Hartnett 

guilty of two other charges. 

The grounds on which it was sought ‘to 
make the conditional order of certiorari 

absolute were that the conviction and order 
of the Tribunal were made without, and in 
excess of, jurisdiction; that in connection 
with the charges on which Hartnett had been 
found guilty. an Executive Minister had not 
certified in writing that to the best of his 
belief the act constituting the alleged offences 
was done with the object of impairing the 
machinery of Government or the administra. 
tion of justice ; that the charges on which the 
defendant had been found guilty were charged 
alternatively under different statutes, while 
the alleged conviction purported to ‘convict 
on all the offences; that no decision was 
given or any pronouncement made in the 
defendant’s presence, or in the presence of. 
his legal advisers; that no sentence was pro- 
nounced in the defendant’s presence, and the 
alleged sentence of four years was not in 
respect of any specific charge; that no order 
of conviction or sentence was ever served on 
the defendant; that the alleged conviction 
was void for uncertainty and duplicity, and 


for not being in respect of any single offence. 


RELEASED 


The defendant was released on the 24th 
July, 1934, and had since been living in 
Carrigtwohill. His release followed the deci- 
sion of the Court in Captain Hughes’s case 
four days previously. In that case it was 
decided by the Court that the Tribunal was 
an inferior Court; that as a Court of limited 
jurisdiction it must show jurisdiction on the 
face of any order it made within its jurisdic- 
tion; that the offences charges were charges 
in respect of which a certificate of a Minister 
was required, and that inasmuch as the con- 
viction did not set out that the certificate 
of the Minister was obtained, there was no 
jurisdiction shown on the face of the order. 

On being released Hartnett expected that 
he would be reinstated in his position as 
postman, but he had failed to get reinstated, 
and could not be appointed to any position 
for which the remuneration came out of the 
Central Fund or out of the moneys provided 
by the Oireachtas if the conviction was noi 
quashed. 

Counsel read affidavits from the Registrar 
of the Tribunal and Mr, John S. O'Connor, 
solicitor to the Attorney-General, stating 
that the certificate of the Minister for Jus- 
tice had been handed in during the trial of 
Hartnett, and from the Military Governor of 
Arbour Hill Barracks, in whose custody the 
defendant remained from May 2 to July 24, 
1934, when he was released. In his affidavit 
Mr. O’Cennor stated:—‘‘ If the conditional 
order is made absolute and the order of 
conviction of the tribunal quashed.I am 
advised and believe that the Attorney- 
General will be greatly prejudiced in any 
farther prosecution instituted against. John 
Hartnett in respect of the offences with 
which he was charged before the Tribunal.’’ 

It was suggested by the deponent, counsel 
continued, that the death of Chief Superin- 
tendent Stack, who had been a witness at 
the trial, had also prejudiced the Attorney- 
General in case 4 a further prosecution 
against Hartnett, but Hartnett was released 
on July 24, 1934, and Chief Superintendent 
Stack did not die until the 28th of the follow- 
ing January. If he thought he could bring 
further prosecution, why had the Attorney- 
General waited so long before taking action ? 

With regard to an objection to the proceed- 
ings on the ground that action win have 
been taken by the defendant within. six 
months after his conviction, counsel said that 
the Crown Office rules and the High Court 
order did not apply to a Court like the 
Military Tribunal, but to the orders oi 
regular Courts.

] J. Geoghegan, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. P. McEnery (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), replying on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, said that he accepted the 
argument that having regard to the require- 
ments about the form which they knew 
should apply to convictions by the ‘Tribunal, 
as laid down in the Hughes’s case, the order 
of conviction had become an absolute nullity. 
He submitted that, following the practice of 
the Courts, and good sense, their lordships 
ought not to make any order. He sub- 
mitted that the evidence in the case showed 
that the conviction was perfectly right, but 
that. there was an informality in the order. 
The defendant had not lost his position as 
a result of his conviction, as at the moment 
of his arrest he did not hold the position. 
Counsel commented on the fact that the de- 
fendant did. not bring proceedings antil after 
the death of Chief aga sun Én Stack, 
the principal witness for the prosecution at 
the Tribunal trial. The Court was asked 
to get rid of the Tribunal order, but they 
were not asked to get rid of the testumony 
of Chief Superintendent Stack showing that 
Hartnett, after the must solemh tréine;

was continued. The appeal was brought on 
behalf of the Attorney-General from an order 
of the High Court on a motion of the 
Attorney-General in each action, asking thai 
the statement of claim should be struck out, 
on the ground that it disclosed no reasonable 
cause of action, and that the action should 
be dismissed, with costs. 

The plaintiffs in each action claimed a 
declaration that they are entitled to their 
share of the grants forming ~ of the 
Guarantee Fund, without any deductions to 
recoup the Exchequer for losses arising from 
the non-payment of land purchase annuities. 
The High Court directed that the plaintiffs 
be at liberty to apply for the fiat of the. 
Attorney-General to have the Minister for 
Finance or the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, or both, joined as 
defendants, and it was argued on behalf of 
the Attorney-General that. there was no 
justification for suing him, and that the 
object of the plaintiffs in suing him was to 
compel the State to appear as defendant 
without going through the procedure laid 
down by the Oireachtas. 7 

Mr. A. H. Meredith, K.C., Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr.

Solicitor) appeared for the Attorney-General ;

THE PROCEDURE 


Mr. Costello submitted that the procedure 
adopted by the plaintiffs was the proper 
procedure, and the procedure that followed 
the practice that had been settled for the 
last twelve years both in the Supreme Court 
and in the High Court. During the last 
twelve years there had been, he said, three 
decisions given in the Supreme Court and 
five in the High Court in actions taken 
against the Attorney-General for declarations 
on the construction of statutes. . ' 

The motion in the present actions was to 
have the actions dismissed on the ground 
that the statements of claim disclosed no 
reasonable cause of action. That was the 
motion that came before the High Court, and 
it was the order made on that motion by the 
High Court that was appealed from. It had 
been expressly decided that the courts had 
the fullest jurisdiction to make declaratory 
orders even in cases where there was ho 
cause of action between the parties, and the 
procedure here was in strict accordance with 
the Ministers and Secretaries Act, and the 
most appropriate procedure to determine this 
substantial and important issue. That Act 
provided that the fiat of the Attorney-General 
must be obtained in order to sue a Minister, 
but it did not provide that the Attorney- 
General must not be sued. The question 
before the Court was whether these actions 
should be dismissed as not being properly 
constituted, or whether they should not— 
there was no half-way house. The plaintiffs 
had brought these actions tu have 
statutes construed, and he submitted that the 
actions were cs a d constituted. 

Mr. Gavan Du y having replied, 

The Chief Justice gave judgment, in the 
course of which he said that in his opinion 
these were proper actions, properly brought, 
and the Court had jurisdiction to entertain 
them. The High Court was correct in refus- 
ing to stay the actions, but he did not under- 
stand the part of the order that gave liberty 
to the plaintiffs to apply to the Attorney- 
General for his fiat to enable them to intro- 
duce Ministers as defendants, and that part 
of the order should be expunged. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan agreed. 

The Court accordingly affirmed the order 
of the High Court in so far as it refused to 
stay or dismiss the action, and discharged 
the remainder of it. They directed that the 
plaintiffs’ costs of the motions in the High 
Court be costs in the cause, and that the 
plaintiffs should get the costs of the appeal 
in both cases; and "hey extended for three 
weeks from that date the time allowed to 
the defendant for lodging his defence.

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GRANT OF PROBATE 
SOUGHT 


(BEFORE MH. JUSTICE. HANNA.) 


An application to settle the issue to be 
tried was heard in a probate suit concerning 
the will and codicil of the late John Kearney, 
spirit grocer, of Kingscourt, Co. Cavan, in 
which the plaintiff is Patrick Mackin, of 
Kingscourt, the surviving executor, and the 
defendants are James Kearnéy and Eugene 
Kearney, also of Kingscourt, who claim to be 
nephews of the testator. 

t was stated that the action was brought 
by the plaintiff to establish the will of the 
testator, dated 28th March, 1930, and a 
codicil dated the 3rd. April, 1931. The testator 
died in December last, and his wife, Bessie, 
the executrix of the will with the plaintiff, 
died in 1931. The plaintiff claimed that the 
testator was born out of wedlock and never 
had any issue. The defendants had lodged a 
caveat falsely alleging that they had an _ in- 
terest in the estate, thus preventing him 
from obtaining a grant of abate of the will 
and codicil. He asked that the caveat be 
declared void ana set aside, or, in the alterna- 
tive, a declaration that the testator was 
illegitimate. The defendants in their defence 
opposed the will on the usual statutory 
grounds, and also pleaded that the testator 
was not born out of wedlock, and that they 
were his lawful next-of-kin. On the 22nd 
February the. Court had made an order 
adjourning the motion on an undertaking on 
behalf of the executor to bring proceedings 
for a declaration that the testator was 
illegitimate, and giving him liberty to re- 
enter the motion if, and when, such a declara- 
tion was obtained. These proceedings were 
duly instituted, and, the proceedings having 
closed, a difficulty arose about the setting 
down of the action for trial, The plaintiff 
brought a notice of motion for an order 
directing the proper officer to set down the 
action for trial before a judge without a jury, 
while the defendants brought a motion for an 
order settling the issues to be tried; that an 
issue be directed whether the. present action 
was sustainable in law, and that the action be 
set down for hearing by a judge with a jury. 
When these motions came before the Master 
of the High Court he put them into Mr. 
Justice Hanna’s list. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Levery, K.C., and Mr. F. Duffy (instructed 
by Mr. E. J. Duffy), appeared for the 
plaintiff, said that the position he took up 
was that if it was proved that the person or 
persons impeding him from taking out 
administration had no interest in the testator 
a was not, bound to look for probate in solemn 
orm, 

Mr. Justice Hanna suggested that the issue 
should be whether the defendants had any 
Interest, as next-of-kin rather than whether 
the testator was born out of wedlock. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that he was prepared 
to accept the first form as suggested by the 
Court. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., with whom was Mr. C. 
S. Campbell, K.C., and Mr, Fitzsimons (in- 
structed by Mr. J. C. Callan) for the defen- 
dants, said that the testator always lived 
under the name of his father, and was married 
under that name, and the question of his 
legitimacy was a question to be tried, just 
as the issues regarding the due execution of 
the will were to be tried. He suggested that 
the things should go side by side and be tried 
together. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that it was a question 
of fact whether the testator was legitimate or 
not, It would be proved that. when the ques- 
tion of the next-of-kin of his brother or sister 
arose the testator did not. come forward. He 
was a publican in Kingscourt. 

Mr. Denning asked that an order be made 
having both questions tried together by a 
judge and jury. 

Mr. Lavery said that his client said that the 
testator was not the lawful son of his father, 
Michael Kearney, and Peggy Kearney, other- 
wise Geraghty, the wife of his father. The 
defendants’ case depended on establishing that 
he was the lawful son of these persons, and 
accordingly the issue to be tried was whether 
the defendants were the next-of-kin of John 
Kearney. Both this issue and the issue of the 
will were utterly disconnected. ' 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would give 
judgment on the point raised on Friday next.

The majority of these are small 
units, whose annual production is limited, 
and few of which work under what 
can be described as efficient conditions, 
the smallness of their output and their 
geographical position being largely respon- 
sible for this fact, A report embodying our 
conclusions concerning this investigation was 
forwarded to you on the 3rd November, 1934. 


PRICES OF BREAD 


We received in 1933 an inadequate response 
to our requests for statements of evidence 
from individual master bakers. We had, 
however, held one public sitting previous to 
the Sist December, 1935, for the taking of 
evidence.

The improvement of this position can onl 
be brought about gradually. Therefore, with 
this object in view, we have generally 
adopted the course of placing on the con- 
cerns engaged in any business under investi- 
gation the onus of justifying increased 
charges (or, in certain circumstances, the 
continuance of existing charges), either by 
the production of costing statements or on 
the basis of satisfactory documented and de- 
tailed trading accounts, Much of the delay 
experienced in the completion of our investi- 
gations is due to the failure to produce such 
material, and to the necessity for special 
audits or record-taking to repair the omission 
of essential data. i 


nccountancy methods in all businesses, large 
and small, instead of involving additional 
expense, would prove a source of increasing 
efficiency and economy.

PROGRESS WITH BOYCOTT

The League pressed on yesterday with its 
work of weaving a net of economic sanc- 
tions around Italy. The most important 
ee a of Mr. Eden for a League 
ycott of Italian exports—was considered 
by the Economic Sub-Committee, 
There is much support for the plan, 
Russia, virtually all the Balkan countries, 
and the Scandinavian group having ex- 
pressed approval. The silence of the 
French delegate is interpreted as being due 
to a diplomatic desire not to embarrass M. 
Laval’s present. peace efforts in Paris 
rather than to fundamental disagreement. 
The full Co-ordinating Committee of 50 
last night adopted the resolution of the 
Legal Sub-Committee calling upon all 
League Governments to take the necessary 
legal steps to enforce sanctions as soon as 
ossible. It also adopted a report of the 
Military Sub-Committee slightly — 
the list of munitions the export of which 
to Italy will be banned. 
It is generally felt in Geneva that there 
is small chance of M. Laval’s latest effort 
to persuade Mussolini to agree to an 
acceptable compromise, and that, there- 
fore, the work of organising sanctions 
should be pressed on. 


“AN OUTLAW NATION ” 

Italy was declared ‘‘ an outlaw nation ”’ 
yesterday by the American Federation of 
Labour, which is holding its convention 
in Atlantic City. The resolution passed 
urged the countries of the world to deny 
her financial and commercial assistance, 
because ‘‘the territory of a peaceful 
nation has been invaded to carry out a 


policy of Fascist conquest.’’ 


“ The attack on Ethiopia is a violation 
of the Kellogg Pact,”’ declared the Federa- 
tion emphatically, approving at the same 
time President Roosevelt’s neutrality 
policy and commending the League action 
against Italy.

FIGHT IN DARKNESS IN 
A PIT

HILE the Executive Committee of 

the South Wales miners was in 

session at Cardiff yesterday considering 

the situation produced by the ‘‘stay-in”’ 

strike in a number of Welsh pits, police 
and miners clashed at Taff Merthyr. — 

Federation men at Taff Merthyr Colliery 
announced their intention of remaining 
below. The colliery management ordered 
them to leave, but they refused. 

An uncanny struggle took place at the 
bottom of the pit. Federation. men were 
dumped on to trucks, and in the melée 
taken to the cage, so that they could be 
removed from the pit. 

They put up a fight, and apparently 
fierce hand-to-hand struggles took place 
in the darkness. Ten Federation men 
came to the surface suffering from various 
bruises and abrasions. Some of them had 
cut on the forehead and wrists. 

The news of what was taking place 
below spread quickly to the mining 
villages, and vast crowds proceeded to the 
colliery to await the non-Federation men 
as they came off duty. 

The police telephoned for _ reinforce- 
ments, which poured in from Caerphilly, 
Barry and Pontypridd. They lined the 
embankment, which commands a view of 
the railway and all the approaches to the 
pithead. There was a solid phalanx of 
miners and their wives in the main road, 
which commands the railway which the 
train passes on its way to Nelson. 

Stones were flung at the locomotive shed 
in the colliery, smashing many of the 
windows, and the police made a baton 
charge to clear the angry crowd. 


POLICEMEN INJURED 


When the shift came up the anger of 
the crowd was let loose. They attacked 
the police ‘with stones and heavy sticks. 
Sergeant Gooding was struck violently, 
and had his nose broken. A police officer 
was cut just beneath the eye. They 
staggered down the road, bleeding pro- 
fusely. The police at once made a charge 
on the bónas, ag but were unable to clear 
them from the embankment. 

The Industrial Union men: were 
shepherded into the train at the colliery, 
and this was the beginning of another 
violent scene. As the train steamed at 
speed along the narrow railway in the 
valley showers of stones were flung at it, 
and as it passed beneath the bridge coping 
stones were dropped upon the carriages. 

Practically every window in the train 
was broken, and one man was injured 
before the train had reached Nelson, a 
few miles away. The police tried to rush 
the crowd away from the neighbourhood 
of the colliery, and further violent scenes 
took place in the neighbouring village of 
Trelewis. ú 

The windows of the post office were 
smashed, and there Was a general struggle 
between the police and the crowd, during 
which windows were smashed al] around. 

Mr. Jones, the postmaster at Trelewis, 
was attacked by the angry crowd. The 
crowd, incensed by the incidents which 
had taken place in the pit, were almost 
beyond contro], and visited many houses 
of people who were either non-Federation 
men or were known to sympathise with 
them, and smashed a large number of 
windows. ~~ 

The battle in Trelewis was fast and 
furious. Six men were carried into one 
house bleeding profusely, some of them 
unconscious. Three more were carried 
into a neighbouring house, and doctors 
were hurriedly summoned.

TROUBLE IN THE. 
COALFIELDS 


The Times remarks in a leading artic 
to-day : The Miners’ Delegate Conference, 
which meets in London to-day, has been 
preceded by strikes and disorders in South 
Wales. The immediate origin of the 
troubles—the displacement of strikers 
ready to resume work by men from another 


| neighbourhood—and the retaliatory stay- 


down strikes were alike deplorable. Anger, 
and not good sense, was ruling men’s 
actions. None too soon better counsels 
have prevailed. The London Conference 
has been called to reaffirm the demand of 
the Mine-Workers’ Federation for an 
increase of the minimum wage rates in 
every coalfield by two shillings a day, and 
to consider what action shall be taken to 
get the claim considered by the colliery- 
owners. The wage claim was formulated 
in July. {t has not been presented, 
because the national organisation of the 
owners refuses to discuss wages or any 
other of the conditions of employment with 
the Mine- Workers’ Federation, The miners 
are informed that they must submit wage 
claims to the district organisations of the 
owners, and that a national claim cannot 
be entertained. Two matters are, there- 
fore, in dispute. One relates to the area 
of negotiation and the other to the amount 
of wages. 

Mr. A. W. Archer, the Vice-Chairman 
of the West Yorkshire Coal-owners’ 
Association, asserts (proceeds The Times) 
that. it is neither reasonable nor inevitable 
that the 20 per cent. of export trade, | 
important though it is, should depress 
the proceeds of the 80 per cent. of home 
trade. On these lines the miners can present 
a reasonable case to the public if they are 
not able to present it ‘> the national 
organisation of the owners. The miners 
have another contention, but here they 
part company with some, at any rate, of 
the colliery owners who shar their views 
upon the need for reorganising the 
industry’s selling arrangements. They 
argue that, inasmuch as wages are so large

DESTREMEAU BEATEN AT BELGIAN TEAM TO VISIT

F. H. D. Wilde, who may play for Great 


Britain in the Davis Cup next year, achieved 
one of the finest performances of his career 
yesterday when he beat the much-lauded 
Bernard Desttemeau, the eighteen years old 
junior champion of France, .6-3, 5-6, 61, 5-6, 
6-3 in the third round of the men’s singles 
in the national covered. courts champton- 
ships at Queen’s Club, London.

winner, taking possession of the forecourt 
and making light of Destremeau’s desperate 
efforts to pass him. 

Wilde took a great deal out of himself in 
establishing a lead of two sets to one, and 
Destremeau seized the opportunity which his 
opponent’s need for a rest provided to snatch 
the fourth set. The Englishman might have 
been excused had he lost. Apart from the 
strain on his physical resources, his ground 
strokes were not so good as those of 
Destremeau. The Frenchman, however, 
failed to hold his service and Wilde, grate- 
ful for the respite given him by the other’s 
mistakes, went on in a blaze of glorious 
volleying and smashing, 

Another Frenchman, Paul Feret, was .too 
clever for the Irish Davis Cup player, G. L. 
Rogers, whom he beat 4-6, 6-1, 6-1, 6-1. 
Feret was certain of a point almost every 
time he came up Rogers refused to lob, and 
the Continental player’s task was thus made 
the easier.
